appear  before  him,  they  will  be  called  upon  to  render  an  ample  account. 

1  am  eery  far  from  saying  that  the  opponents  of  Catholic  Emancipation  are 
t^easselves  conscious  that  the  atrocities  which  are  perpetraled  in  Ireland 
are  derited  from  this  source.  Many  of  them  are  truly  good  and  yirtuous 
■ten.  But  the  pursuit  of  power  blinds  thoae  who  are  engaged  in  it,  and  as 
their  eery  existence  as  a  party  depends  on  their  opposition  to  our  claims, 
fbeir  own  interest  shuts  out  all  other  considerations  from  their  minds.  But 
the  day  will  come  when,  if  there  be  a  Judge  hereafter  before  whom  we 
are  all  to  appear,  they  will  have  to  answer  for  the  consequences  of  the 
tystcm  of  mscord  and  misrule  by  which  Ireland  has  been  governed.  The 
country  is  covered  with  crime.  Deeds  of  the  most  barbarous  and  heart- 
rending  nature  are  perpetrated  in  open  day.  Murder  walks  abroad  with¬ 
out  disguise  or  trepidation,  and  has  grown  into  familiarity  amongst  us. 
Yfe  have  begun  to  look  at  its  hideousuess  without  horror,  and  from  the 
peraetual  contemplation  of  atrocity  have  almost  ceased  to  shrink  at  its 
sight.  I  do  protest  my  belief,  that  in  parts  of  this  country  the  life  of  mtn 
is  held  in  scarcely  more  regard  than  that  animal  existence  which  gives 
motion  to  the  brute.  Who  then  are  the  men  who  are  guilty  of  these  enor¬ 
mities?  Ibere  are  two  classes  of  offenders.  .  First,  the  wretches  who 
actually  dip  their  hands  in  the  blood  of  their  fellow* creatures ;  and  next, 
tbs  men  who  have  crested  that  system  from  which  so  fatal  and  so  prevalent 
a  disposition  to  crime  has  arisen.  It  is  not  alone  the  midnight  villain  who 
fires  the  thatch  of  his  enemy's  cottage,  and,  presiding  lik#  a  demon  over  the 
fiiuoes,  listens  with  an  infernal  joy  to  the  shrieks  of  his  expiring  victims— 
it  is  not  alone  the  confederate  baM  of  auassins  who  drag  forth  an  innocent 
akao,  and,  with  yells  of  ferocious  laughter,  plunge  their  daggers  into  his 
— it  is  not  alone  the  horde  of  malefactors,  on  whom  justice  has 
receoily  inflicud  her  well-merited,  but,  ibr  all  purposes  of  permanent 
utility,  her  unavailing  vengeance; — oh, no — these  are  not  the  only  men 
w4io  will  bJiimately  .held  aniwersble  for  these  sanguinary  misdeeds. 
But  the  Legislators  and  Statesmen,  to  whom  ,God  hath  entrusted  the 
government  of  this  country,  and  who  have  betrayed  that  sacred  trust,  by

Mweithe  iofcr  in  a  keyed  iustitiroent.  Mr  More  endeavours,  in 
^MTseosible  pieface,  to  convince  us  that  the  former  is  the  higher 
liSw  of  dramatic  genius;  inasmuch  as  mere  nature  is  not  the  prime 
^leittl  of  the  tragic  dramatist,  who  is  more  a  master  as  he  selects, 
gosbinef,  and  modifies  to  the  fulfilment  of  some  grand  general  apd 
iTfconcerted  outline.  His  creations  must  be  in  nature,  but  not 
from  iU  No  mean  Critic  in  the  Scotsman  has  carried  this 
loctrioe  still  further,  aud  asserts  that,  in  a  certain  sense,  Schiller  is  more 
latural  than  Sb’akspeare,  who,  poor  man  1  dealt  with  Nature  like  a 
uere  artist,  and  looked  upon  the  various  pursuits  of  human  life  as  a 
•me,  or  a  peristrephic  panorama,”  and  feeling  no  preference,  simply 
ieichbed  the  world  as  he  found  it.  We  cannot  agree  with  this  doo 
[(iiie;  and  while  we  wish  to  steer  clear  of  all  common-place  jargon 
Md  idolatry,  as  regards  the  Prince  of  Dramatists,  and  feel  no  way 
foposed  to  deny  that  noble  results  occasionally  flow  from  the  elaborate 
neneditation  of  a  great  master  inind,  we  still  regard  the  Shakspearian 
Kulty  as  the  most^essentially  dramatic.  Af^er  all.  Nature  combines 
better  than  the  most  philosophic  mind ;  and  he  who  is  enabled  to 
leoder  her  more  truly  as  site  ts,  certainly  possesses  the  leading  faculty  for 
a  ipedes  of  composition,  the  principal  object  of  which  is  to  imitate 
btr.  According  to  the  reverse  of  this  position,  the  drama  is  better 
cttployed  in  painting  what  may  than  what  does  exist ;  and  a  meta¬ 
physical  combination  is  in  consequence  more  dramatic  than  a  vivid 
iDpress  from  the  living  world  as  we  find  it.  But  we  go  further,  and 
utterly  deny  that  dramas  like  Macbeth,  Othello,  Lear,  and  Hamlet, 
an  be  composed  without  intensity  of  feeling,  or  that  the  incompre¬ 
hensible  power  possessed  by  the  order  of  mind  which  has  created 
tbem,  of  rapidly  assinailating  itseK  willi  every  diversity  of  human 
fcdiog  and  character,  amounts  to  little  more  than  the  properties  of  a 
decent  magic  lantern.  There  is  really  something  a  little  national 
in  these  positions,  it  being  quite  in  the  spirit  of  Scottish  thinking  to 
ngard  an  acute  metaphysical  exercise  of  the  conceptive  or  imaginative 
fixities  as  paramount  to  the  most  luxuriant  power  of  displaying 
things  as  they  are,  without  something^ of  a  subtle  or  scholastic] 
reference  to  the  mental  operations  which  have  preceded  them.  We 
Kpeat,  that  we  disseqt  froth  this  theory :  and  while  the  Greek  poets, 
^nier,  Lord  Byron,  and  a  few  more,  are  quoted  in  fair  illustration 
^the  noblf  fruit  which  it  may  produce,  exclaim,— Try  but  in  idea  to 
itdoce  their  pieces  to  action,  and  the  spelhwill  be  dissolved.  They 
wefine  ^ings,  but,  like  everything  especially  self-emanative  and 
t*g«a  with  the  cast  of  peculiar  thought,  they  are  undramatic. 
Howarer  long  the  list  of  dramatis  persona  they  exhibit,  there  is  but 
^character  really  displayed,  which  is  that  of  the  author  himself; 
■nd  iingularlv  enough  we  are  called  uppq  to  honour  this  quality  with 
e  name  of  intensity,  and  to  regard  it  as  entitling  the  practitioner  to  a 
®  higher  dramatic  school  than  that  of  Shakspeare  I  Leave 
^  every  one  to  his  fancy;  but  we  cannot 

ww  the  drama  tq  l^  deprived  of  its  primitive  distinction^  in  corb- 
to^  superiority  of  another  description.  This  is  serving  it  at 
*2^?*  treated  the  cock  which  he  plucked,  in  order  to  meet  a 
^1^00 ;  a  common  thing  in  argument,  although  seldom,  as  in  the 


creations  want  something  of  genuine  mortality,  after  all,  eveoalfowing  ' 
for  the  necessary  licence  to  be  afforded  to  the  beoti  ideal  in  the  higl^ 
departments  of  trageffy.  In  a  word,  that  refiective  air  hangs  aboot 
them — that  elaborate  adaptation  of  means  to  ends  is  ccnsplcuoiw  > 
upon  which  the  Scottbh  Critic  claims  superiority  to'  Shakspeare. 
We,  on  the  contrary,  regard  the  man  who  has  dealt  with  elements 
equally  elevated,  and  a  thousand  times  more  diversified,  without 
exhibiting  anything  of  the  kind,  ana  to  the  apparent  attainment  of  the 
compljetest  self-forgetfulness,  as,  on  that  precise  account,  the  very  first 
of  dramatists.  It  is  seldom  that  difiereuce  of  opinion  can  be  so. purely  , 
and  distinctively  stated. 

It  only  remains  for  us  to  conclude  our  formal  opposition  to  heresy, 
by  observing,  that  the  translation  of  this  noble  dramatic  poem^  is 
faithfully  and  elegantly  executed;  and  Mr  Coleridge's  partial  version  ' 
having  become  scarce,  it  can  hardly  fail  to  prove  welcome  at  a  season 
when  a  disposition  to  become  intimately  acquainted  with  the  superior 
productions  of  German  mind  is  so  predominant.  Q*

Yates  has  added  a  new  after- piece,  called  Stop  Thief,  to  his  amusing 
budget  of  song,  palter  and  pun.  The  theft  committed  is  that  of  tha 
person  of  a  young  lady,  who  cun  hardly  be  said  to  be  stolen,  for  hot 
willingness  to  depart  with  her  inamorato  is  extremely  obvious.  Her 
parent,  Old  Piscaior  Nibble,  an  amateur  fisherman,  is  too  intent'upon 
his  bites  in  the  water  to  perceive  that  he  is  bitten  on  land  in  ther 
tenderest  point,  by  the  abduction  of  his  daughter,  who,  while  the 
old  gentleman  is  watching  his  float,  swims  into  a  postchaise,  aqdjs 
caught  on  the  hook  of  matrimony  by  no  other  person  than  the  grace¬ 
ful  Titivate,  alias  Jonquil  Jasmin — formerly  a  hair-dresser,  now  a 
pretended  dresser  of  salads  and  geraniums.  This  pseudo-gardener 
cultivates  the  passion-flower  of  love — and  under  its  influence,  noetv 
morphoses  himself  from  the  VVhitechapel  friseur  tothe  rural  gardener.  * 
He  cultivates  Miss  Nibble  with,  complete  success,  and  pliicks  hit  fliir' 
rose  in  spite  of  Old  Nibble  himself,  his  drunken  servant  Bosky,  and 
the  interruptions  of  a  Pot-boy,  of  an  old  Irishwoman,  who  runs  ' 
screaming  about  the  stage  with  an  infant  on  her  back,  like  a  curlew  in 
a  storm  (Heaven  knows  why  ?),  a  Beadle,  who  restores  quiet,  arid, 
above  all,  a  rival  in  the  amiable  but  ancient  Miu  Pops,  **  Nine 
characters  and  eighteen  wonderful  changes!”  (as  the  bills  say)  are 
all  performed  by  Mr  Yates  himself,  and  alone,  the  term  wonderful 
is  scarcely  an  exaggeration — to  wonder,  implies  that  emotion  of  the 
mind  which  is  felt  on  seeing  an  effect  without  seeing  or  understand¬ 
ing  the  modus  operands.  The  modus  operandi  is  certainly  in  this  case 
somewhat  obscure  to  us;  the  rapidity  with  which  Mr  Yates,  changes 
his  character,  costume,  and  location  (as  the  Yankees  say)  is  certainly 
most  extraordinary,  and  only  to  be  effected  by  means  of  great  activity, 
and  moreover  great  ingenuity  of  contrivance.  In  default  of  a  mere 
knowledge  of  his  means  and  appliances,  we  must  be  content  to 
ascribe  to  him  a  very  large  organ  of  changetiveness. 

Mr  Yates  has  improved  since  we  first  saw  his  entertainment,  on 
the  whole,  by  developing  some  parts  and  curtailing  others;  he  hae 
learnt  where  to  slur  and  where  to  dwell— in  short,  he  has  ielt  the 
pulse  of  the  public.  \V\%  fly-sheet  is  the  most  original  thing  of  tho! 
day,  and  his  theatrical  council-table  continues  to  please  us  much.

For  colour  and 
light,  Mr  AotTiif'a  Gleaner  would  charm  even  without  its  higher  quality 
of  feminine  beauty.  Mr  Cristall  may  rectify  some  of  his  hard  outlines 
from  this  picture.  Mr  Crista ll*s  are  Peasantry,  except  10,^  Fishing 
Pftriu  on  the  Thames^  which  is  bright  to  the  eye,  but  altogether  deficient 
in  refioemetil.  '  Hifc  Fountain  at  Jnverdrjft  round  which  are  graceful  and 
youthful  groupa,  has  the  gracefulneat  impaired  by  theif  being  a  litfle 
aiektied  o'er  with  a  somewhat  dull  cast  of  ftesh  fcolour.  The  grouping

^diery  and  mo^.  The  abrupt  withdrawal  of  that  disgraceful 
inteuded  breach  of  Dovrbon  plighted  faith, — the  Project  against  the 
Press, — it  attributed  to  these  very  significant  indications.

^nds  and  of  low  and  animal  propensities.  They  have,  in  general,  a 
^in  rigidity  of  fibre,  and  a  fiow  of  animal  spirits  which  other  people 
without  They  delight  in  the  roar  and  not  of  drinking  cluhs ;  and 
^  them,  in  particular,  all  the  miseries  of  life  may  be  referred  to  the 

dronkifd  by  necessity  was  never  meant  by  nature  to  be  dissipated. 
Bail perh^M  »  person  of  amiable  dispositions,  whom  misfortune  has  over¬ 
sea  tod  who,  instead  of  bearing  up  maufully  against  it,  endeavours  to 
drown  his  sorrows  in  liquor.

There  are 
parents  who  have  a  common  custom  of  treating  their  children  to  wine, 
pttBcb,  and  other  intoxicating  liquors.  This,  iu  realiw,  is  regularly  bring- 
up  in  an  apprenUcesbq)  to  drunkenness.  Others  are  taught  the 
liau  by  frequenting  drinking  clubs  and  rohsonic  lodges.  These  are  the 
|rniier  academies  of  tippling.  Two  thirds  of  the  drunkards  we  meet 
widi  hsre  been  there  initiated  in  that  love  of  intemperance  and  boisterous 
iwegelarity  which  distioguish  their  future  lives.  Men  who  are  good  singers 
SIC  very  apt  to  become  drunkards,  and,  in  truth,  most  of  them  are  so,  more 
or  Its,  especially  if  they  have  naturally  much  joviality  or  warmth  of 
tenperament.  A  fine  voice  to  such  men  is  a  fatal  accomplishment. 

Biriety  prevails  to  an  alarming  degree  among  the  lower  orders  of  society. 
It  exists  more  in  towns  than  in  the  country,  and  more  among  mechanics 
dito  husbandmen.  Most  of  the  misery  to  be  observed  among  the  working 
classes  springs  from  this  source.  No  persons  are  more  addicted  to  the 
habit,  and  all  its  attendant  vices,  than  the  pampered  servants  of  the  great, 
ha-keepers,  musicians,  actors,  and  men  who  lead  a  rambling  and  eccentric 
fife,  are  exposed  to  a  similar  hazard.  Husbands  sometimes  teach  their 
w?m  to  be  drunkards  by  indulging  them  in  toddy,  and  such  fluids,  every 
lime  they  themseivet  sit  down  to  their  libations. 

Womeu  frequently  acquire  the  vice  by  drinking  porter  and  ale  while 
Boniiig.  These  stimulants  are  usually  recommendea  to  them  from  well- 
wetot  but  mistaken  motives,  by  their  female  attendants.  Mauy  fine  young 
Womeu  are  ruined  by  this  detestable  practice.  Their  persons  become  gross, 
(heir  milk  unhealthy,  and  a  foundation  ii  too  often  laid  for  future  indul* 
frurs  ia  liquor. 

The  fiequenC  use^of  eordials,  such  a  nr^au,  shrub,  kirsch*water,  enra^oa, 
tad  toilette,  umotunes  leads  to  the  practice.  The  active  principle  of  these 
fiqoeari  is  neither  more  nor  le«  than  ardent  spirits. 

Among  other  causes  may  be  mentioned  the  excessive  use  of  spirituous 
tiocturei  for  the  cure  of  hypochondria  and  indigestion.  Persons  who  use 
•fraaj  tea,  ewcially  green,  rdn  the  same  risk.  The  latter  species  is  sin¬ 
gularly  burtfol  to  the  constitution,  producing  hysteria,  heartburn,  and 
of  the  chylopoetic  viscera.

PopuL-iTtow  OP  France.— Tlie  154iU  number  of  (he  Bulletin  de  i^eU 
confaini  an  Ordinance  of  the  French  King,  dated  the  15(h  of  March  lasts 
giving  the  tables  of  the  population  of  the  kingdom,  which  are  to  be  con¬ 
sidered  a4  the  only  authentic  ones  for  five  years,  dating  from  the  Ist  of 
January  1827. — Th^ke  tables  made  according  to  the  new  lists  of  (ha' 
population,  drawn  'up  officially  by  the  prefects,  give  (hat  of  the  whole' 
kingdom,  31,845,428  souls. — ITie  population  of  Paris,  stated  in  the  last 
tables  St  about  730,000  souN,  is  now  800,431.  That  of  Lyons  is  abova 
145,000;  that  of  Bordeaux  above  US^OOO;  that  of  Marseilles' nearly 
116,000. 

Brouobam.— A  Correspondent  of  the  Leeds  Mercurp  gives  the  fqllow-| 
ing  description  of  this  distinguished  person  while  engaged  in  a  cause  gt 
the  late  York  Assizes:—**  He  rose  with  an  expressiou  of  staid  gravity,' 
and  collected  power.  His  exordium  was  delib^ate  and  impressive,  end 
I  was  particularly  struck  with  the  fixedness  of  liiegaie.  He  seemed  not 
so  much  to  look  al  the  Jury  as  to  look  through  them,  and  to  fix  bis  eya, 
upon  them,  less  for  the  purpose  of  seeing  Imw  they  felt,  than  to  rivet  their, 
attention,  and  as  it  were  to  grasp  their  minds  within  the  oompaas  of  hie 
own.  The  small  grey  eye,  which  in  his  quiasceiit  slate  reveals  to  you, 
nothing,  now  became  k<  cn  and  strong  as  (be  eagle's.  The  stead faitnesa^ 
of  his  look,  together  nitU  the  calm  and  masterly  manner  in  which 
disposed  of  the  preltmiaary  considerations,  reminded  me  of  an  experi¬ 
enced  general  quietly  arranging  his  forces,  and  preparing;  to  bear  down 
in  overwhelming  strength  upon  a  lingle  point.  Uis  voice  became  loud 
and  commanding,  his  action  animated,  and  his  eloquence  was  pouit4 
forth  like  a  torrent,  strong,  copious,  and  impetuous.  He  first  took  exten* 
sive  views  and  laid  down  general  principle!  applicable  to  the  case  i  then 
ha  applied  these  to  the  particular  facts,  examining  tha  (esiimony  df  each' 
witness,  and  showing  its  weakness,  the  suspicion  attaching  to  it,  and  ita. 
ineonsisteiicy  either  with  itself  or  with  the  other  parts  oT  (he  evidence. 
He  displayed  as  much  skill  in  exposing,  and,  if  I  may  so  ^eak,  cones n- 
(rating  (he  weakness  of  the  opposite  side,  as  in  exhibiting  li^ii  qwia 
strength.  He  unveiled  the  knavery  of  (he  cafe,  and  turned  all  tho 
suspicion  from  his  own  clients  to  Mr  Scarlett's.  He  Utbed*some  of  ilia' 
witnesses  without  merry,  and  covered  (hem  wilh  his  sari^sm.  Hia' 
sneer  wst  terrible.  He  then  unfolded  his  own  case  with  great  cieemeasa 
and  made  il  appear  (hat  he  had  evidence  which  would  quite  oviarthrovr 
that  of  (ha  other  side,  and  leave  not  the  shadow  of  a  doubt  on  the  miuda 
of  the  Jury.  The  case  being  one  which  required  both  physical  and 
metaphysical  observations,  from  involving  a  question  of  bodily  aud  men¬ 
tal  derangement,  Mr  Brougham's  universsl  knowledge  enabled  him  to 
treat  il  in  a  very  luminous  manner:  he  seemed  to  combine  (ha  mo- 
fessionsi  skill  of  (lie  phy»ician  with  (he  just  and  profound  vCewg  of  ihil 
philoaoplier.  ‘  He  gave  a  most  striking  picture  of  the  diseased  and  doting 
testator,  colouring  it  with  almost  poetical  brilliancy,  and  brioging  out  mo 
features  with  a  breadth  and  force  peculiarly  his  own.  lie  gathered  tf|d 
illustration^  nature  and  from  art,  and  levied  contributions  on  sciaiHre^ 
and  literature*  Everything  in  the  msnner  and  matter  of  the  bratof 
bespoke  ymasi' ,—*tiie  strength  of  his  voice,  (he  sweep  of  his  arm,  (h^ 
piercing  glance  of  hie  eye,  iiis  bitter  scorn,  Iris  biszipg  indignation,  Ih# 
force  of  his  arguments,  i  lie  inevitable  thrust  of  his  retort,  and  the  nervbuq 
vigour  of  his  style.  He  despises. (he  graces  of  elocution,  but  seems  to 
have  unlimited  confidence  in  the  strength  and  resources  of  hit  intelleet. 
Ill  short,  (his  was  the  highest  oratorical  achievement  it  has  fallfp  to  mg 
lot  to  hear,  and  it  was  of  course  successful,  fliou^li  it  certainly  was  m»f 
one  of  his  greatest  efforts.  I  was  fascinated  by  his  eye,snd  carried  away 
by  the  torrent  of  Iris  eloquence  ;  and  before  quitting  the  court  I  strongly 
fell,  what  on  my  first  view  of  him  I  could  not  bring  myself  to  believe, 
that  1  was  indeed  in  the  presence  of  a  man  of  first-rate  genius  and  learn* 
ing,— of  one  who  was  fumiiiar  in  the  circle  of  the  sciencee, — wh^  pen 
and  whose  tongue  were  equally  at  oommandy— who  had  worthily  pre* 
sided  over  one  University,  and  founded  another,— whose  enlightened 
patriotism  had  guided  (he  people  of  this  country  Into  grand  an^  useful 
undertakings,— who  had  stood  up  In  defence  of  bppreseed  fltneeencd 
against  all  the  power  of  a  Court,— and  who  had,  with  great^  lheu|h 
varying  success,  vindicated  before  the  Farliameat  of  Great  Biitain  toe 
cause  of  liberty  and  jusiK'e  throughout  (he  world."

Scarlett  explained  to  the  Jury  the  reason  why  Mr  Harnett  had  broa^t 
his  action  rather  against  MrThwaites  than  Mr  Bcrurke— which  was  tbs* 
that  on  his  calling  on  the  Defendant  for  explanation,  he  promised  to  admit 
a  little  rejoinder  into  the  ^fonling  Herald,  which  MrHarIbu  accordiorly 
sent.  It  was  contained  in  9  or  10  lines,  but  Mr  Thwaites  put  it  in  as  u 
advertisement,  and  charged  20s.  for  its  insertion  !  The  Jury  (said  Mr 
Scarlett)  would  plainly  see,  flora  this  simple  fact,  to  whose  profit  it  waits 
publish  these  things,  when  It.  was  got  by  a  simple  contradiction  of  tbea. 
Such  conduct  was  as  much  as  to  say,  “If  we  have  admitted  a  libel, y<m 
can  contradict  it  for  20i.**  The  more  he  considered  the  matt^,  the  m 
convinced  he  was  that  his  client  had  been  well  advised  in  bringing  thh 
action  against  Mr  Thwaites.  It  gave  Mr  Thwaites  an  opportuoitj  of 
bringing  Mr  Bourke  forward  as  a  witness,  which  could  not  have  been  doiw 
if  the  action  had  been  brought  against  Mr  Bpurke  ;  and  at  the  same  tins 
it  gave  Mr  Bourke  also  an  opportunity  of  proving  all  which  he  declared 
himself  able  to  prove  in  this  letter.  He  was  sorry,  however,  to  fiodthit 
Mr  Thwaites  had  not  thought  proper  to  adopt  this  course ;  that  he  had 
only  pleaded  the  general  iuue,  and  would  not  venture  to  put  Mr  Bourke 
into  the  witness  box.  llie  Jury  would  mark,  by  the  damages  which  tl»ej 
were  about  to  award,  their  censure  of  accusers,  who  shrunk  at  the  day  of 
trial,  and  who,  instead  of  adopting*  that  course  which  would  have  shielded 
them  from  any  penalty,  thought'  proper  to  set  up  a  by-defence  of  tkit 
nature. 

Mr  Adolpuus,  for  the  Defendant,  urged  that  Mr  Thwaites  had  merely 
inserted  a  letter,  with  the  name  of  the,  writer  appended  to  it,  and  that 
nothing  like  rhalice  could  be  inferred  from  the  proceeding.

DEFENCE  AND  APOLOGY  OF  THE  LORD  CHANCELLOR. — IN  THE 
HATTER  OF  RAMSDEK,  &C. 

In  this  case  a  long  discussion  arose  upon  the  effect  of  a  commission  of 
bankrupt.

When  that  great  lawyer  first  came  to  this  Court,  he 
slated  thai  to  me  which  1  could  not  hear  without  some  humiliation  and  '

I  assure  you  1  feel  this  parting  deeply 
(shedding  tears J;  but  what  Ixird  Thurlow  said  to  me  was,  that  he  had 
made  it  a  rule  in  every  case  upon  which  he  had  already  formed  his  own 
opiuion,  to  hear  Counsel  upon  that  side  to  which  he  was  inclined  to  lean — 
because,  giving  Counsel  credit  for  raising  all  the  objections  which  had 
suggested  themselves  to  his  own  mind,  he  was  enabled  by  the  course  which 
these  Counsel  took  to  judge  of  the  force  or  weakness  of  these  objections.  It 
was  tiae,  that  that  ijearned  Judge  formed  his  opinions  upon  cases  princi* 
ptlly  upon  what  took  place  in  Court ;  but  at  that  time,  from  the  paucity  of 
causes,  it  was  the  practice  to  read  through  all  the  affidavits  upon  motions, 
tod  the  evidence  in  causes,  in  open  Court,  and  for  the  Counsel  to  comment 
upon  them.  But  now,  from  the  great  quantity  of  business,  it  often  hap¬ 
pened  that  Counsel  themselves  did  not  always  receive  correct  impressions

ALLEGED  LIBELr— BUNN  V,  WESTMACOTT. 

This  was  an  action  for  an  alleged  libel  upon  Mr  Bunn,  contained  li  ibe 
Southampton  Herald^  and  written  by  Mr  C.  VVestmacott.  It  intimated  thit 
Mr  Bunn  was  the  Editor  of  the  Age,  and  thus  concluded  a  notice  of  him:— , 
“  Of  the  fellow  selected  toconimet  this  scandalous  Chronicle,  it  isonl| 
necessary  to  say,  he  is  both  by  nature  and  education  every  way  fitted  for  hit 
detestable  office :  originally  a  shopman  to  his  father  who  vvas  a  pawnbroker;, 
on  the  bankruptcy  of  tlie  latter  he  became,  a  dependant  upon  his  uncle,  the 
well-known  nightman,  from  whose  sweet  service  he  was  transplanted  U  the. 
situation  of  an  errand-boy.  to  a  ship-broker  in  Tower  street,  where  mixi^ 
with  some  private  theatricals  in  tlie  neighbourhood  of  W  biiecl»apel,  h 
became  acquainted  with,  and  ultimately  married,  the  da'ighter  of  a  Scotw 
baker,  to  whom  het  baa  ever  since  been  indebted  for  subsistence.  Of  im 
la(W*8  present  situation,  we  shall  say  notbipg,  fully  aatiefied  that  she  has  hid 
sufficieot  cause  for  an?  act  of  retributive  retaliation.  The  ci-devant  pawn- 
broker,  nightman,  and  errand-boy,  Aiioking  mantgemani  a  profile  spec** 
lation,  embarked  as  the  proprietor  of  a  provincial  theatre,  much  in 
way  as  roost  .other  managtes  of  recent  speculations  have  done,  namny,  by 
trusting  mpre  to  the  success  of  the  scheme  than  the  strength  of  hi» 
capital.  We  shall  not  follow  this  fellow  through  fire  and  water,  and 
I  his  escapes  by  flood  and  field  ;  suffice  it  to  say,  there  are  ugly  tales 
as  a  manager,  he  bankrupted ;  as  an  itinerant  actor,  he  was  hissed  off 
boards  at  Birmingham,  t.eicester,  andbtlier  places  ;  as  a  roan, 
is  universally  despised. — There  are  other  traits  of  character  that  must 
guessed  at,  for  we  shall  not  sfain  our  pages  by  tbeir  relation.  To 
the  whole,  this  is  a  true  and  by  no  means  an  exaggerated  portrait  of  * 
FMitor  of  the  Age  f  pf  that  cowardly,  lying,  cuckold  bully,  who  ^ 

have  a  knowledge, of  good  society,  and  dares  to  address  the  brother 
Duke  under  the  familiar  recno-nitinn  nf  *  Mv  dear  Lord.’  the  > 


it  became  incumbent  upon  the  Judge  himself  to  refer  to  that  evidence. 
Hence  it  was  that  it  l>ecame  impossible  to  get  through  business  now  as 
quickly  as  fbimerly.  Not  that  1  would  be  supposed  to  deny  that  perhaps 
Ihy  mind  is  so  framed  as  to  prevent  me  from  coming  to  conclusions  as 
speedily  as  under  circumstances  might  be  obtained.  But  I  would  put  it 
to  any  one  acquainted  with  the  constitution  and  practice  of  the  Court  of 
Chancery,  whether  from  the  complexity  of  interests  in  almost  every  case, 
there  is  not  vast  difficulty  in  deciding  them  ;  and  whether  it  is  not  much 
harder  to  put  a  good  ena  to  a  cause  than  to  strike  it  out  of  the  paper? 
This  is  my  defence,  and  the  apology  which  1  offer  to  the  public  for  tlie 
delays  which  have  taken  place.  I  assure  thehi  they 'weie  not  intentional 
on  my  part ;  1  devoted  every  day  of  my  life  to  the  unravelling  of  these 
cRset,  and  no  one  could  regret  more  than  1  the  delay  wlien  any  had  taken 
place.”

Mr  Knight  said,  he  had  nut  had  air  opportunity  of  consulting  with  his

The  Loan  CHANCELLoa  :  I  certainly  cannot  refuse  you  the  writ.  The 
•latutc  of  Habeas  Corpus  is  imperative  under  a  heavy  penalty  ;  and  though 
I  am  going  out  of  office, /or  icAteA  /  do  not  care  one  farthing,  yet  I  do  not 
Kke  the  idea  of  having  to  pay  .500/.  for  refusing  this  writ !  (A  laugh.)

**  Dobson  and  Glover,  London."  To  this  was  appended  a  valuable  gold 
double  curb  chain,  three  gold  seals,  two  keys,  and  a  ring.

The  whole  of  the  appendages  had  been 
given  him  by  his  father,  who  was  a  medical  gentleman,  in  Caemaryon.-^In 
his  anxiety  to  answer  an  observation,  the  prisoner  dropped  one  of  his  gloves  ; 
it  .was  picked  up  and  found  to  contain  some  hard  substance,  which  on 
inspection,  was  discovered  to  be  four  gold  finger  rings,  tied  together,  and 
wrapped  in  tissue  paper  and  wool,  as  if  just  taken  from  the  maker. — At  tbit 
moment  the  Prisoner’s  relative  arrived,  and  confirmed  the  account  he  had 
given  of  his  connections  and  profession,  adding,  that  he  had  passed  exami¬ 
nation,  and  had  an  appointment  for  the  East  Indies,  to  which  place  he  was 
to  proceed  next  month.  He,  however,  knew  nothing  of  the  watch  or  its 
appeudages. 

Thomas  Barnes,  shopman  to  Messrs  Glover  and  Dobson,  stated,  that,  on 
the  27th  of  March,  a  yhung  man  came  to  their  shop,  and  was  shown  a 
variety  of  watches,  chains,  and  seals;  after  examining  which,  he  said,  he 
would  go  over  to  the  India  House  and  fetch  his  father  to  make  a  choice  for 
him.  Witness  saw  him  enter  the  India  House,  but  he  did  not  return,  and, 
on  examining  the  tray  of  watches,  he  missed  a  gold  horizontal  engine 
turned  watch,  with  a  gold  face,  and  valued  at  twenty-five  guineas.  The 
prisoner  was  the  individual,  the  watch  now  shown  him  was  the  same  stolen 
from  the  shop  on  the  day  he  had  before  stated.  It  was  numbered  1878.-— 
Mr  Glover  also  identified  the  prisoner. 

One  of  the  seals  was  identified  by  Mr  Jones,  of  Cheapside,  as  having 
been  stolen  from  his  shop  in  a  somewhat  similar  way;  and  one  of  the  keys 
was  spoken  to  by  Mr  Cording,  of  Ifolborn. 

Mr  Glover’s  case  was  immediately  taken  against  the  prisoner,  and  he  was 
then  remanded,  as  it  is  expected  that  owners  will  be  found  for  the  whole 
of  the  trinkets  found  in  his  possession.

The  executioner  got  into  the  machint, 
aud,  grasping  Andrews's  collar,  held  the  sword  over  their  heads.  .  In  V 
few  seconds  the  sledge  was  drawn  under  the  prison  lobby,  and  the  uahuip^, 
men  were  led  up  a  dight  of  stone  steps  to  the  scaffold  on  the  roof,  ueco  ^ 
the  scene  was  strikirrgly  imposing.  As  far  as  the  eye  could  reach,  uoUiiBg  - 
but  hurpan  faces  were  discernible.  The  clergymen  discoursed  Ui  the 
crimii^alt  in  the  usual  way,  and  they  said,  also  as  usual,  that  they  were 
quite  prepared  to  die,  though  Andrews  was  obliged  to  be  supported  on  the  '' 
scaffold,  and  Buckley,  although  firmer,  looked  anxiously  about  wad 
shuddered  at  he  surveyed  the  gallows.  When  tied  up,  too.  the  poor  wretch^ 
indicated  the  strongest  signs  of  impatience ;  he  partially  raised  the  cap,  * 
exclaiming,  **Oh  that  this  misery  was  over!”  While  Andrews  was,! 
loudly  imploring  the  forgiveness  of  Heaven,  the  bolt  was  withdrawn,  and 
this  world  and  Its  cares  closed  on  them  for  ever.  Buckley  was  35  years  of’
